For to '*^' ^'' 
iaytnuy, this Infcription cannot bie fet but upon the 
TonxK of God, in whofe fight the wifedonje of men 
b but folly. Wifedome is not then to be found in a 
Tomb, in the depthofthe Earth, nor in the AbyfTes of 
the Ocean, nor in the vacuum of the Ayr; but above the 
Cloud^^and under the vcilesof the Divinity. It comes Jacob, e.i, 
from heaven,astheApoftle Suf/mes affirms, and there 
its Ongine and Source is to be found>as the Prophet ta- 
ruch ailurcth : It iffucs out of heans. and out of the moft ■*'*'*«l' 
inumate fecrets of our iouls, as the Sun and light from 
the obfcurcft nights ) and it was peradventure for this'**^*'* 
reafbnthc EgifttMs drew the pi^reof oftris the Huf- 
bandof ifis^ who prcfided over Wifdome,likea Sun, JJ^***"^*^ 
whofe rayes were as fo many eyes which penetrated the 
darkeft pbfeurities. 

In like manner alfo in the moft holy Fibres of the 
Old Tcfiamenty Wifdome was reprefented as a good 
Mother, and as a brave Miftrefle which kept an Aca- 
demy, and changed men into Planets full ofbrightnefs.

In 
cifcdl, there is nothing fo terrible and dreadfuU as . 
death, and God himfclf hath never ctcGtcd more tra- 
gick Theaters than when he would caufe this cruell 
Tyrant to march, which makes all the Catafirophes 
of life> 3Jfid after many combats and adions at lajit dci 
ftroyes creatures without any poflibility of their fore- 
feeing the place or moment ortneir deftrudion. . 

Hear then it is where after a war of all the Elements, Warr of aii the eic^ 
and a duel oftotall nature againft the Egyptians, thefe '°^^^' 
miferable wretches will find at length a revenging 
hand, which is ready to cut oflFthc firft fruits of their 
Mariage^ and the moft amiable delights of their 
family.

^Mc^tatiQB. whatever thou be'ft, fix then a while thine eyes and

iT was about the beginning of the night, in the midft Alaeaora^e Fcaft 
whereof there hapned a general maflacre of the firft- 
bom of Egypt > that the Hebrevfs made that famous 
Feaft, whereof the bloody remnants, and unfortunatt 
fpoils, ferved tci mark on the fide of their doors, and 
on their thrq^holds, the Safeguard of their whole Na- 
tion. It was on the fbuneenth day of the Monetb, 
which they called iV(/4{ff, when the Moon wasdiredly 
oppofit to the Sun , and e^ally ihared with him the 
Empire which the}^ ipoffefi m the Heavens » tha;;they 
celeoratcd this admirable Sacrifice, which was one of 
the moft expre& and lively Figures of that which

of the Paifion ^ and the Adorable Sacrament of the 
moft Holy Eucharift, in which the Lamb was mafculine 
and yong ^ that is to (ay^ Conftant and generous^though 
tender and delicate. He was without (pot or ftain, be- 
ing the Ranfom fo^^all finners^ and his Bones were not 
broken to tefiifie his ftrength and courage^ wi^ich were 
fior overcome by the ricor of tornnents. He was roft-* 
cd in the Ardors of his love) and Aich onely have eaten 
him boiled in cold watery who out of nicer curiofity, 
without the flames of Charity, and tlie Ughts of Faith, 
or without Humility, have eaten him, and meafured 
his Infinite Grandeurs, by the lowncffcs of their 
mindes.

IKnownotwho ftidthati«en weveasdie armsof 
God-, It is true that they arc not onelvtbcloftni* 
inentsofhisiDerc^,buraIlb the arms ofnis ind^* 
tion. Thefe are iometimes darts which he ca^ibe 
one againft the other, Billowes which mutiny and pro- 
duce fluxes and refluxes tofwallowup each other io a 
common Shipwjack, and flames which nften on acom- 
mon fubjeft to make there a funeftous Pife,ia which 
they ufiially invelop themfelves even in the lame fite. 
It IS allmoft impoflible that the World can ever ca^ 
joyaperfed peace, fo long as there fliall be mensftr 
peace it felf is.very often the mother of warr;$cnde 
which gives truce unto the foul raifeth in ii ^tbou* 
fand thoughts and paffions, wliidi arm themfelTCS 
at the beating of the hrft Alarm, and advance into the 
field upon the firftoccafion. Godhimfelfmaichethio 
the head of battalions, and I knbw not whether it be 
nor for this caufc^he Calls himfelf the great God of 
HoOes, well doe I know, that he always prefides thet^ 
aaking ufc of them to reward fome and topunifli 0- 

thersj 
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thecs; and to the end wcmay take na&cCy that war i$ 
one of his fcourges^ and that there be always invifible 
weapons refembling fo many torches which he lights 
\and extinguifliech according to his good pleafure : In 
.fine^itisamoft infallible verity, that vioory in war, 
though wavering andinconftant in its own nature re- 
mains in the hand ofGod, andit is a Bird which can- 
not take its^flight, but to that part which is affign'd it by 
his moft holy Providence. 

The Ifraclites had a powerfull motive to know this 
verity, in the firft war they were enforced to maintain 
againft the Amalckites after their pafTage over the 
.Red Sea. This people had for their King and gene* 
ral the fon of Elifhas called Amaleck,of]^Ms race, of f^mt autm Amauc^ 
whom they had as it were inherited an implacable ha- ^PHn^^'u emra 
trcd againft gP^^^,and the Hebrews who delanded {5^,;:;j;8f ^^^ 
from him. 

This was the motive of their taking up arms, beiides 
cheir fear feeing this great multitude led by Mofes, who 
marched towards the Land of Promife, as if the happy 
moment were ^ome, in which the Benedidion> which 
^afot had in a manner forced from Efa»y was to be 
accomplifhed. 

Mcttiinks when I caft my eyes upon thefe mutinous 
troops, which forragcd the Country, and purfu'dthc 
Hebrews with fo much fury and animofity, I fee an 
army of hobgoblins, wliich are commonly called the 
inciters of Ficfti and Blood, which have no focxier pcr- 
ceiv da foul out of the Lands ot Eg^t and out of the 
empire of carnall and mundane pleafures, but they 
prefently take the field to alTault her^ and to dii- 
turb her entry into the happy Land, which was pro- 
mifed her, and into fome holy retreat. 

But we muft fear nothing, (ince we need but lift up 
our hands to Heaven like Mofes, and implore the ai- 
iiftance of that great Intelligence, who never abandons 
thofe who are inrolcd imder his Standard, and fight

In cffcft, 
there neeas but a good word to favc the lives of a thou- 
fand Innocents, and a bad one to render them allcul- 
pable. Wir, Plague, Famine, and the fcourges of Hea- 
ven and Earth have never committed fo many Mar- 
thers, and given fo many wounds as tills little milchie- 
voos two Mged Knife. It i&thisMurthering blade with 
which Brothers and Sifters aft one anothers Throats. 
The Mouth of a Lyar, of an Hypocrite, of an Impo- 
ftor, of a Backbiter, of a Falfe witnefe, of a Flatterer, bf 
a Traitor, and a Calumniator, was for this reafon 
moft juftly called an Arcenal, out of which all the arms 
of death, and all the inftruments of mifery are. taken. 
Itisalfoafatall fource out of which iilue a thoufand 
poyfonous ftreams, which €ow as well over Cities as 
Villages : The whole World is fubjed unto thefc cruel 
inuhaatbns,w1iich raife tempefts in the midft of Hearts, 
and drown the moft holy amities. There are alfo dead 
waters^ which are fometime more dangerous than the 
moft impetuous torrents and the moft Rapid Rivers. 
There are fomcwho fcoflT^ play the buffoons, and bite 
when they fmile. We ought to fear nothing fo much 
as ^bofe remedies of Empericks, which have a fugu- 
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reii out-fide, and a little leaf eol4 wheiewich the/ co« 
ver a poyfoned pill. You {halirometimes fee alfo tliefe 
kindof|ieople,ufing criminall complyaaces, and flat- 
tering the difeafc when we fee them, and irritating 
it when they think themfelvfs unknown. But never- 
thelefs God hath mortall hatreds for «hefe Uttk Ty- 
rants, who wage War againft the firft verity, and a- 
bove ail he wiU caufe the excefs of his anger to be fclt 
byihofewhodailyfettofalethe reputation of others, 
and to fuch as will bid the moft. Thcfc arc certain litde 
Pigtnie Spirit*,wfaich dcfire tb becoiteGyants by deba- 
Sm htmtelii 'mttr- fing Others. And fince St. Clement after St. Pettr (aicfa, 
^/mZmtT'tLtt that there are two forts of Murthers, the one by the 
iSes 'Zm!s:cuM. Hand, and the other by the Tongue, I may ftik as well 
^/- 1- tbofe who commit the iaft, as well as.the firft, Muithe- 

rers. Executioners, Afiaifins andCanibals, which eac 
more raw than roftcd flefli, and live only upon the ho- 
nours, goods, and lives of other Men : But fince God is 
the fame Verity, it is unto him we ought to xemictbe 
fcntence and condemnation of thefe accurfed Tongues 
for the other World, although it be the moft dfiiall 
courfe of his Juftice and Providence, to cauft, even in 
this World, truth to fliine forth, and to mgraye it witfc 
fciifible lights on the foreheads and in the cbitlciences 
of Criminals.

Seventhly, we muft play the Philofophers, ftudyine 
the qualities of our deures and temptations, to the enc^ 
having difcovtred the Nature oJFtbe difeafe^wcm^ 
apply (uch remedies as are proper for it. 

Eishthly, we muft withdraw our felves fromobjedb: 
Forthefe are lights^ which dazle neer at hand, and a- 
far off hrrve fcarce any lufter at all. 

Ninthly, we muft dry up the fprin^ of our defircs 
and concupifcences, mortitying our bodycs, and redu- 
cing our fouls to fuch a condition,as wc might defire no^ 
thing but what is good and honeft. 

Tcnthly , we may fomctime difcovcr the error of our 
defircs and fancies, and contemplate that with horror, 
which we defire with fo nuich paffion^ And wc (hdl 
perceive as well as Raymufidas Lullius^ that oU is but a 
Canker, an Ulcer, aninfedious and ftinking dunghill 
covered over with a bit of Tafiaty» or fome imall piece 
of ffne Holland.
